A LStTaR FROM THs PARISH CLERK 
Dear fiditors, 


From time to time a controversial Planning application is made for 
a site in the Parish and the Council feel that it would be advisable for me to 
set out the procedures which are adopted. 


‘The application is made to the District Council and the Parish 
Council has no part in its determination. The latter Council do, however, have 
the right to be consulted on all applications made within the Parish so that | 
they can make observations - on Planning matters only -— but they are only given 
two weeks to do this. Although applications normally appear on the agenda of 
the Council meetings which is always advertised outside the Town Hall for at 
least three days before each meeting, there are instances when because of the 
time factor this does not happen. Plans are always on display before a meeting 
in the Town Hall and the area of the Parish is limited enough that Members 
should be able to have sufficient knowledge of a site to reach a reasoned decisior 


The observations of the Council are sent to the District Council but 
the applications are also advertised in Banbury Guardian each week and neighbours 
are normally advised of an application by the District Council. Observations 
may be made by anybody to the District Council and these are considered in the 
game way as are those of the Parish Council by the Planning Area Sub-Committee 
at the meetings at Bodicote House. The fact that an individual does not agree 
with the Parish Council does not in any way invalidate those views, but they 
should always be Planning objections and not personal ones. 


If approval is given to a Planning application there is no further 
action that an objector can take, except on a point of law which can be an 
expensive business. However, if ar. application is refused and the applicant 
appeals against the decision then both the Parish Council and any individual 
objector can make his views known to the Inspector of the Department of the 
@navironment who is appointed to determine the appeal, and this can be done very 
cheaply. 


Plans can always be inspected at my house provided a convenient day 
and time is agreed beforehand.

It was certainly a gratifying 
feeling during fund raising, to see the whole village partaking and 
working so hard. JI would now like to give a brief picture of the 
history and what was achieved. 

It was in 1928 when the last major job was done to the bells and 

I know of only one man in the village (Mr Frank Drinkwater, who 
was then an apprentice carpenter ) who actually helped with the job 
but I can find no real record of the job done. 

The back six bells were cast in 1/51, to replace the four bells 
which fell with the tower and steeple in 1635. So in thet period 
it took 136 years to replace the bells. Of course, the tower had 
to be rebuilt as well, but I think we can all feel very pleased 
that in only 18 months we raised the money and got the job done, 
which will be good for the next 80-100 years. It was in 1946 

that the six bells were made into 2 ring of eight, the two new 
trebles being donated by the late Mr A.J. Morris to commemm: rate 
the service given by the Ded4ington Home Guard from 1940/44. And 
now to the present dey. 

It was on 29th June ~~ ~ when a Flower Festival was held in the 
church to launch the Fell Restoration Fund. The ringers started 
off the fund with £1,000, followed by the proceeds of the Flower 
Festival (£1,022), so we were off to a flying start. Letters were 
written to friends all over the country. One donation came from 
Australia, others from Wales, Ireland, Lincoln, Wigan, Norfolk, 
Suffolk, Devon, Ottershaw, also Oxfordshire and Puckinghamshire. 
The Banbury Branch of ringers arranged a Handbell concert in 
St.Mary's Church, Banbury, when we were very fortunate to get the 
Thurlestone Bell Orchestra. The profit made from this was divided 
between Deddington and Steeple Aston, who are also carrying out a 
major bell restoration. Our fund raising involved many different 
types and ifAeas, and also many people from all walks of life. We 
had market stalls in the square, the Harvest lunch in church, the 
memorable Christmas Bezaar and Raffle in the church school rooms, 
and a special whip round from all visiting ringers on Boxing 
morning 1985. There was the special presentation dish cloth pack, 
which sold as quickly as it could be produced. One enthusiast 
went carol singing, while another lady put on a concert with her 
music pupils. The local W.I. made us their charity for the year. 
The Handbell Ringers rang at several parties and meetings, and a 
farmer put on a Clay Pigeon Shoot. There was also a very inter- 
esting 50 - 50 Auction. 

The Disco at Banbury, I fear, was a bit disappointins, especially 
after so rach hard work. We can organise most things, but the 
weather beat us on what shoul? have been a superb event. The w 
weather did favour us for the Deddington Fayre in the Market 
Square in July, when besides making quite a lot of money, every- 
one enjoyed themsleves. Not only did most of the village turn out 
for this grand event, but lots of people came from villages around.

The total cost we shall pay the Pell Hanger; ineluAing.VAT. andthe 
few extras which were unforeseen, will be £14,793.03. This could 
have been £2,500 more, but for the generosity of Johnsons of 
Ded*ington who supplied transport. for the bells, and all the 
ringers, including our ringing Vicar and the Tea Lady, who all 
worked very hard. 

At last the day came, the day which so many people did not think 
we would make. Yes, and it even snowed, but we made it, all com- 
plete for Sunday morning, 21st December 1986, when the Bishop of 
Dorchester came to re-dedicate our bells. Although the morning 
weather was awful (first snow of the winter) a very good local 
congregation turnee up, with also a lot of ringers from the Banbury 
Branch, and the llaster of the Guild who read the Lesson. At the 
end of the service coffee was enjoyed by many, the Bells were rung, 
and even the sun began to break through. What a wonderful finish 
to a grand effort and job well done. 

I will not try to eyplain all the technical work done as it would 
prove boring to some, but I invite you to come to the Belfry any 
Monday evening, 7.30 - 9 p.m. (except Bank Holidays) and I will 

be pleased to give you a personal tour. 

We now have a lovely ring of 8 bells, which go very easy, and our 
ringing room is very comfortable, but we have only just 8 ringers. 
I would very much like this to increase by at least four more ring- 
ers; so if you feel you would like to 'have a go' please do come 
along any Monday evening, or give me a ring on Deddington 38513. 
Thenk you all for your generosity and support.

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A PLAYHAVEN FOR DEDOINGTON ? 
Dear Editors, 


I write to your readers with a pleaz how do working parents have 
their children looked after in the school holidays ? The autumn half term and 
aster are relatively easy as these only last a week or so, therefore parents 
can have time off from work from their annual allowance of holidays; but in 
the Summer ? 


I have recently moved to this area and, even more recently, my wife 
has started a full time job and thus we have that problem again. However, I 
do have a solution for it, but I need the help and co-oneration of others in 
similar circumstances. Where I lived previously there was an organisation 
formed between working parents to operate each weekday during each school 
holiday and I would like to hear from others in this area who would be willing 
to join in such an organisation which would operate on the following basis. 


Being a co-operative,all families registered would contract to have 
their child(ren) taken care of by parents from other families. A rota system 
would be used, ensuring that on any one day the adult/child ratio is satisfactory 
and safe. A Playleader would be appointed to ensure co-ordination and 
continuity for play activities, handicrafts, etc. put on for the benefit of the 
children. in this way parents do not need to make elaborate arrangements with 
friends and relations during school holidays, and your works holiday can mostly 
be taken when the family wishes to. 


The cost ? Not as much as you think; there could be several 
grants which such organisations merit. The cost is proportional to the number 
of families in the organisation, obviously, but also to the commitment of those 
families. iach family registering must agree to help other member families in 
caring for all children. it would not be a ‘child-minding'' service, it would 
not be a creche; the parents, or parent, must be working, perhaps only part-time, 
but that would ensure every member's wholehearted commitment to this organisation; 
let's call it PLAYHAVEN.

THE WAY WE WERE 


People who have lived in Deddington for a long time have contri- 
buted much to the life of the village. Some are still very active. 
On others, the years have taken their toll, leaving their legacy 
of illness and frailty. They are our link with the past and we 
are forever in their debt. 


One way we can still learn from them is to listen to their me- 
mories of the way we were. This month Dennis Valentine of 
Cromwell House talks of the days when his life in the country 
seemed to be eternally linked with one particular animal. 
PUGS: Pls PLCS: 6 x4 2% By DENIS VALENTINE 


Pigs were the centre of the economy and almost everyone kept one 
or two in a sty down the garden. I remember a delivery man call- 
ing at a house not far from where I lived then. A very spruce, 
well-starched lady answered the door. The man stated the purpose 
of his visit, whereupon the lady informed him: "You want my old 
man; he's down with the pigs. You'll know him, he's wearing a 
Oops: 


I had an uncle, a witower, kept a small grocery shop and of course 
he had a few pigs down the garden. He used to spend so much time 
leaning on the pig-sty wall with only the pigs for companions 

that all the rest of his life he could never say anything without 
it being preceded with several really intelligent sounding 
erunts..... “Hey, Harry! I see you got a pig again." "Oh, Ah, 
well, it's company for the missus." 


I used to go around with a local butcher, visiting the local live- 
stock sales, and many times we purchased up to thirty young pigs. 
Sometimes we collected them by lorry, but usually a big lot had 
to come by rail. The nearest railhead was Adderbury, two miles 
away, ane I would like you to imagine one man and a boy trying to 
walk thirty young pigs along the Oxford to Ranbury road. Our 
real trouble came just after we had manage? to coax them over 

the river bridge. The. river was liable to flood over the road at 
times and to try to avoid this, the council had built a culvert, 
fifty or sixty yards beyond the bridge, to channel the excess 
water back into the river. It was a very good idea, but our pigs 
found this tunnel; it was about thirty yards long and about 
eighteen inches in diameter. Suddenly we were alone; the pigs 
had gone. 


Now I know what a terrier feels like when he is sent down a hole 
to drive out the fox. I was and still am quite a bit below 
average size, so in I had to go. Is it any wonder I remember this 
episode? Me ant thirty pigs in an eighteen inch drain. 


THE PIG CLUB 


All the villages around us use’ to run what was known as the 'Pig 
Club'. This was really a form of insurance. A payment of 1/64. 

a week into this fund covered anyone who was unfortunate enough 

to have a pig die. The Club was run by a local publican, and to 
add to the kitty, Little whist drives and the like were organized. 
Every Christmas, the balance hel? by the organizer was paid out 
equally among members. The publican always insisted that a shill- 
ing in every pound was spent in his Public House.

A PIG IN A POKE 
Tt was common for the actual hb rs of pigs to allow the sows 
to wander around the fields, finding most of their living from 
acorns, crab apdies and roots. i have seen these sows amblins 
about with what looked like half a sate around their necks. 
This was pacer a poke, a wooden cons truction buiit like a 
'y', The horns, hinged at the bottom and secured.at the top 
just behind the ears, prevented the pig breaking through the 
hedges and fences. :
